lion brings to mind the instances 
in which breed names indicate thn 
kind of clog, some which give no 
hit 
whatsoever u— and a few 


which arc completely *misleadinc.

breeds Which arc identified by the 
names of persons. 


In Ihc sporting group1 the Gor 


don setter hears the name of Ihc 
Duke of Gordon, who contribut-

how it can be controlled, 


"An ingenious machine to re-
